EDMONTON IS NOW 
WITHOUT FIRE BRIGADE 


Secretary Handed in the Resignations of the Volunteer Mem- 


bers at Noon Today---Ghairman of Fire, Water, 
and Light Committee States His Views 


Edmonton is this afternoon without a 
fire brigade. Promptly at the stroke of 
twelve, H. W. Heathcote, scérpary- 
treasurer of the brigade walked into the 
commiszioners’ office and handed the 
res'gnation of the volunteer members of 
the brigade acress the counter with in- 
structions to place it in the hands: of 
the commissioners, who were meeting 
in the commissioners’ office at the time. 

The resignation was brief and much 
to the point. It reads as follows: 


TO THE COMMISSIONERS, 
City of Edmonton: 
Owing to the action of the Council on 


| the night of the 27th inst, in reference 


to the supercedence of the Chief of the 
Fire Prigade, we, the unders'gned mem- 
bers of the Edmonton Fire Brigade, 
tender our res'gnations.

cedents of fourteen years, the consti- 
tion of the brigade, the dictates of 
colmmon sense and the rules of ordin- 
ary courtesy and have sought and are 
seeking to supercede the duly elected 
and confirmed chief and to thrust upon 
the brigade an unknown outsider who 
is also unknown and practically unrec- 
ommended to the council and to the 
board of commissioners. In temperate 
and dignified language the brigade have 


stated their position and have with- 
drawn from the city’s service. It oc- 
curs to me that the situation is one 


which will be viewed with censiderable 
alarm by the citizens of this city and 
doubtless the underwriters will have 
something to say about the rate of in- 
surance if they do not cancel their poli- 
cies altogether. It is an altogether re- 
gretable situation, but it is well that 
the ratepayers should know just where 
the blame lies and it is well, too, that 
the ratepayers should reelize that the 
fight is not between the brigade and 
the citizens, but between the commis- 
sioners, the council and the brigade. 

If the council does not see fit totreat 
with the brigade, a paid brigade is the 
logical result. I stand for more fire 
halls, for up-to-date apparatus and for 
all that makes for adequate fire protec- 
tion. But I question very seriously the 
wisdom of discarding like an old glove 
the splendid volunteer brigade we have 
always had. I question also the wis- 
dom of adding to the yearly expend- 
iture of this city the sum of from 
$1500 to $2000 which a paid brigade will 
entail at this particular stage of the 
city’s development simply to gratify a 
whim of the commissioners and the 
blind subservience of the city council. 

I question the right of the commis- 
gioners when they found themselves 
confronted with this crisis, taking upon 
themselves without authority from the 
council the responsibility of practically 
committing the city to this unnecessary 
expenditure, and it is a gnatter of much 
regret that the board did 
to request th emayor to call a spe- 
cial meeting ot the city council last 
(Friday) night to deal with the mat- 


ter. It must always be borne in mind 
j that it was the settled policy of the 
| city toigraduaily add to the regular 


paid staff and in that way to work in- 
lto the status of a paid brigade.

SOME BILLS BEFORE 
THE ALBERTA LEGISLATURE 


Resume of Some of the Legislation Being Considered oy the 
Provincial House---Bills Passed on the Tenth Day 


of the 


Session 


BILL NO. 17. 


An act respecting public works. This 
is to a great extent a copy of the pres- 
ent ‘“‘Public Works Ordinance.”’ but is 
more elaborate and some further pow- 
ers given to the department of Public 
Works. The Territorial Legislature 
were always hampered in framing this 
Ordinance on account of the “Land 
Titles Act” being @ Dominion Act 
which they could not alter or infringe 
upon in their legis'ation. That trouble 
is now removed. The Land Titles Act 
becomes now a provincial statute. 


The act provides for the Minister of 
Public Works having jurisdiction ov- 
er all kinds of provincial public works 
including public buildings, provides for 
the officers of the department. It gives 
the minister power to expropriate land 
for public buildings. roads or other 
works, and in case of dispute regarding 
compensation provides for adjustment of 
the claim by arbitration. It gives the 
minister power to lay out new roads 
and have same surveyed and appropriat 
ed to the public use and all’ the usual 
powers granted to the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works in such cases. 


BILL NO. 16. 


An act respecting suits against the 
Crown by Petition of Right.. This is 
the usual act and is practically the 
same as that in force in England, in 
Canada and in each of the other prov- 
inces. It provides that His Majesty 
(who by a legal fiction is always pres- 
ent and represents the province) may | 
be sued by parties feeling aggrieved if 
they can show a prima facie case veri- 
fied by affidavit. The plaintiff must 
set out his facts in a petition to His 
Majesty and the Attorney-General may 
recommend the issue of a fiat by the 
Lieutenant-Governor which when is;ued 
the suit may proceed. The act sets out 
the procedure governing the commence- 
ment and conduct of such acturies. 


BILL NO. &. 
An act respecting Notaries Public. | 
This is the ugval Act. .t provides for 
the appointment of two classes of per- 
sons as Notaries. 1. Enrolled Advo- 
cates. 2, Other persons whose com- 
m'szions shall be~for two years. 


BILL NO. 7. 


An act respecting Police Magistrates 
and Justices of the Peace. Thie is the 
usual statute. It provides for appoint- 
ment of police magistrates and Justices 
of the Peace. by order in councii,- de- 
fines their jurisdiction anu procedure 
and provides for returns of conviczions 
and remittance of fines. Oniy enrolled 
Advocat’s may be appo n'ed Pelice Mag- 
istrates. 


BILL NO. 6. 


7 An act respecting commissioners to 
Administer Oaths. 
Provides for the following persons as 


commissioners: 1. All enrollet Advo- 
cates in the province; 2, Ali persons 


now holding commissions and residing 
in the province; 3, All persons who 
may be appointed hereafter by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to take affidavits with- 
in the province; 5, Commissiuners may 
be appointed without the province to 
take affidavits to be used in the prov- 
ince. 
BILL NO. 1. 

The treasury department act. This is 
the usual statute in such cases, but in- 
cludes all provisions regarding the Pro- 
vineial auditors and his duties some- 
times contained in a separate audit act. 

The department is to be presided over 
by a member of the cabinet to ve styled 
“Provincial Treasurer.” 

There is provision for a “treasury 
board’ to consist of such members of 
the cabinet as shall be appointed hy the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

The board will make regulations re- 
garding method ef book-keeping. issuing 
warrants, etc. They are to keep min- 
utes of these mestings. They have 
power to examine persons, under oath 
regarding any account and to get a 
judge's order to compel appearance of 
any person to be examined as # wit- 
nes3 touching any account. 

Tho fiscal year is to end on. the 21st 
day of December.
